1. (Amended) An optical filter conArising; 

a dielectric stack of altematirp relatively high and low refractive index layers; 
an opaque, reflective metallicllayer; and 

a dielectric spacer layer locatel between the dielectric stack and the metallic layer, the 
filter having a resonant wavelength, al|which wavelength incident radiation is channelled into, 
and absorbed by, the metallic layer. 


2. (amended) An optical filterlas claimed in claim 1, wherein the dielectric spacer layer 
has the same composition and thickness as one of the constituent layers in the dielectric stack.
